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DUMMER  THIRD  IN      i  QUINTET  IMPRESSIVE 


In  the  first  annual  Private  School 
track  meet  held  at  Harvard  on  Feb. 
the  hard -fighting  Dummer  team 
garnered  14  points  to  come  in  third 
by  a  wide  margin.  The  competition 
was  keen  and  the  wearers  of  the  Red 
had  to  show  all  they  had,  but  they 
were  not  quite  strong  enough  for  the 
well-balanced  lions       from 

Nobles  and  Tator.  The  teams  fin- 
ished in  the  following  order:  Noble 
and  Grcenough  34,  Tabor  21,  Dummer 
14,  Roxbury  Latin  6,  Country  Day  2, 
and  Browne  and  Nichols  0.  The  Red 
proved  itself  to  be  a  great  dual  meet 
team,  but  it  has  not  strength  to  get 
firsts  in  an  open  meet.  The  only  event 
in  which  Dummer  did  not  tally  was 
the  300,  but  in  that  list  there  was  only 
a  tie  for  first  and  a  second.  The 
rest  were  thirds  and  a  fourth. 

The  first  event,  the  running  high 
jump,  was  a  thriller.  Russ  Crosby  al-

Both  failed 
at  5  feet  9  and  split  the  8  points.  The 
shot  put  came  next  and  Wally  Temple, 
the  only  entrant,  qualified  easily 
when  his  first  put  went  41  feet  11 
Only  Draper  of  Nobles  ex- 
(""drd  th's  in  the  trials.  Draper  went 
on  to  win  the  finals  with  a  cast  of  44 
ffet  6  and  in  an  attempt  at  a  new 
record  put  the  ball  47  feet  3  inches 
Temple  placed  third  with  a  cast  of  41 
fept  7  1-2  inches,  only  2  inches  be- 
hind the  Tabor  man  who  placed  sec- 
ond. In  the  40-yard  dash  all  the 
hrats  were  close;  hut  Moore  was  the 
only  man  to  qualify,  coming  in  sec- 
ond in  his  heat.  In  the  final,  first 
and  second  went  to  Tahor  men,  and 
Moore  was  a  close  third.  The  time 
was  5  flat.  The  lkOO-yard  run  fol- 
lowed and  was  won  by  Wiggins, 
Noble's  crack.  Gove  came  In  fourth 
which  was  good  considering  the  time, 
2:34  4-5.  The  next  event  was  the 
hui-dle  race  in  which  Dummer  was 
discounted  because  there  are  no  hur- 
dles on  our  track.  Wally  Temple, 
however,  crossed  up  the  dope  by  get- 
ting a  second  in  his  heat  and  a  third 
in  the  final.  This  was  the  he=t  w"t1c 
of  the  meet  as  he  had  only  tooned  the 
timbers  two  or  three  times  before  the 
day  of  the  race.  The  600  was  run 
against  time  and  in  the  first  heat 
Pae-e  was  far  ahead  winning  it  in 
1:22  flat.  In  the  last  heat,  however, 
he  was  nosed  out  by  Davidson  of 
NoHIps  bv  4-5  of  a  second.  The  300, 
also  against  time,  was  the  last  event.
